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Short-lived ‘low speed’ pursuit ends in wreck 


Elba man arrested after stealing 
ATV from Elba Fire Department

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey confirmed the 
Saturday night, July 18, 
arrest of an individual 
that had reportedly sto- 
len an ATV from the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department 
building. After allegedly 
stealing ATV, the individu- 
al later wrecked it ee an 
Elba business. 

Members of the Elba Fire 
Department responded to 
the Saturday night structure 
fire after it was reported to 
Elba Dispatch at 10:16 p.m. 
At approximately 11:30 
p.m., Chief Hussey said 
his ‘department received 
an ATV complaint in the 
downtown area. 

In response to the ATV 
complaint, Hussey said 
one of his officers came in 
contact with the ATV and 
attempted to make a traffic 
stop; however, the operator 
of the ATV eluded the stop. 

“After a brief 15 mile 
per hour chase, the operator 
of the ATV struck a light 
pole in the area of National 
Security on Davis St,” Chief 
Hussey said. “It was soon 
determined the ATV had 
been taken stolen from the 
Elba Fire Department build- 
ing while the firefighters 
were attending to a active 
fire on Martin Luther King 
Drive.” 

Hussey said Jakori 
Warren, age 25, of Elba, 
was apprehended by Elba 
Police at approximately 
11:37 p.m. He was arrested 
and charged with burglary

The Elba Board of 
Education met Thursday 
evening, July 15, in a special 
called meeting for the board 
to take formal action on a 
few personnel matters.

—third degree, theft of prop- 
erty — first degree, attempt- 
ing to elude [no injury], and 
resisting arrest. 

A Facebook post from the 
Elba Fire Department fur- 
ther confirmed the equip- 


ment had been stolen and 
involved in a wreck, indicat- 
ed Elba Fire Department’s 
ATY-1 “crashed into a util- 
ity pole, potentially total- 
ing our piece of life-saving 
equipment.” 

According to the fire 
department, the ATV was 
removed from the wreck 
scene and moved to a secure 
location with significant 
body, frame, and drive train 
damage. 

Police Chief Hussey said 
it was fortunate that no per- 
son was injured as a result 
of this incident, including 
the suspect. 

As of press time this 
week, Warren remained in 
the Coffee County Jail.

Coffee County Commission approves request for highway 
department to assist New Brockton with parking lot project

The Coffee County 
Commission voted Monday, 
July 12, during the regu- 
lar bi-monthly meeting to 
allow the county highway 
department with a project 
at the New Brockton Town 
Hall. 

County engineer Marty 
Lentz said New Brockton 
has requested the county’s 
assistance with a crushed 
gravel parking lot in front of 
New Brockton Town Hall. 
He said he felt like this 
project would take about a 
day and a half to complete, 
therefore, he was seeking 
permission from commis- 
sioners to assist. 

Commission chairman 
Dean Smith made a motion 
to all the highway depart- 
ment to assist the Town 
of New Brockton with the 
parking lot project, and 
the motion passed with no 
opposition. 

County EMA director 
James Brown continued 


to encourage citizens to 
get vaccinated against the 
COVID-19 virus. He said 
the local area had been see- 
ing an increase in cases 
again recently. 

“Tt’s not at a level we are 
overly concerned about at 
this point,” Brown said. “It 
is something we are moni- 


toring. Vaccines can help 
prevent this, and we highly 
encourage getting the vac- 
cine.” 

He added that the new 
variants of the virus show- 
ing up can pass quicker,

Elba City Schools opens registration for new Elba Early 
Childcare Academy to meet the needs of community

The availability of child- 
care/daycare services 
dropped drastically in Elba 
recently with the closing of 
two childcare facilities, but 
Elba City Schools has for- 
mulated a plan that could 
be an answer to the issue 
for many. 

The Elba Career Academy 
at Elba City Schools has 
announced it will expand 
its education and training 
program with the opening 
of the Elba Early Childcare 
Academy, This venture 
will be housed at Elba 
Elementary School and will 
be able to provide childcare 
services for children ages 
6 weeks old through age 4 
years old. 

“We're doing this because 
this school is the commu- 
nity,” Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said. “The com- 
munity needs something 
right now regarding child- 
care services, and we have 
the capability to do it. We 
want to do this for the com- 
munity.” 

The superintendent said 
he also knows that Westside 
Baptist Church is looking 
to add a childcare service 
also to help the community 


as well. 

Christina Morgan, career 
technical director for Elba 
City Schools, said the Elba 
Early Childcare Academy 
is expected to open in early 
September, and spaces are 
limited in each age group. 
She said she is very excit- 
ed about the opportunity 
to both meet a community 
need for affordable child- 
care and the need for the 
education and training stu- 
dents to be able to observe 
children of all ages develop. 

“Currently, our education 
and training high school 
students are able to observe 
children in the age range of 
PreK through 6th grade,” 
Morgan said. “This oppor- 
tunity will allow them to be 
able to observe children at 
a much younger age which 


will allow them to gain 
valuable knowledge in the 
areas of cognitive, physical, 
social, emotional and lan- 
guage development.” 

Morgan said the Elba 
Early Childcare Academy 
will provide quality care for 
participants while giving 
current Elba High School 
and Coffee County high 
school students an oppor- 
tunity to observe children 
explore, learn and play 
while meeting developmen- 
tal milestones. 

Moseley said Elba City 
Schools also had reached 
out to Coffee County 
Schools letting teachers 
there know the childcare 
services will become avail- 
able at Elba for those want- 
ed to enroll their children as 
well. He said the new pro- 
gram at Elba could hold up 
to 43 children ages 6 weeks 
through age 4. 

There will be tuition 
charges, just as at any child- 
care facility, Moseley said. 
After the program is up and 
Tunning, he said there could 
be grants available to help 
subsidize the costs; how- 
ever, that is not an option 
until after the new facility is

ADPH reports unvaccinated people 
represent 96.2 percent of COVID-19 
deaths in Alabama since April 1st 


Of the 529 COVID-19 
deaths in Alabama since 
April 1, 2021, only 20 peo- 
ple were fully vaccinated. 

That means that 96.2 
percent of deaths from 
COVID-19 in the past 
nearly three and one-half 
months in the state have 
occurred in people who 
were not fully vaccinated. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “COVID- 
19 vaccines are our best 
defense in preventing 
serious disease as well as 
deaths, and this is especial- 


ly important as the highly 
transmissible Delta variant 
spreads. While it is pos- 
sible to get any strain of the 
virus, infected people are 
much less likely to experi- 
ence complications or hos- 
pitalizations if fully vac- 
cinated.” 

COVID-19 case numbers 
are on the rise, and people 
need to take measures to 
protect themselves. More 
vulnerable people are at 
tisk because of the low vac- 
cination rate among eligible 
people in Alabama.

The ancient Greek philosophers pondered what in life 
is eternal or constant.

Recently, I just finished the first season of Loki on 
Disney’s new streaming service called Disney+. For 
those not steeped in the Marvel Cinematic Universe 
or with Norse mythology, Loki is the god of mischief 
always attempting to rule, always betraying those close 
to him, always failing, and seemingly stuck in this 
cycle; He appears to confirm the adage that “people 
never change.” Yet, this show delves into his ability 
and his desire to change, to break his cycle, to be trans- 


formed into someone better. 


As people of faith, scripture shows us the eternal- 
ity of God and the constancy of change for there is 
a season and a time for everything. Within these is a 
message of hope, there is the message to never give up, 
there is the message that we can behold transformation 
in people, places, and things. We have the knowledge 
that all things are possible with God. Perhaps there is 
someone or something in our lives, maybe even our- 
selves, that we desire, we hope to see change, to see 
transformation. If we are not careful, we can let that 
fatalistic understanding that “people never change” or 
cynical understanding that if there is change it is only 


for the worst. 


Instead, let us dare to hope, be bold enough to 
believe, and trust that God desires transformation and 
invites us to be a part of it.

Alabama governor announces June’s unemployment rate drops to 3.3% 


Governor Kay Ivey 
announced today that 
Alabama’s preliminary, 
seasonally adjusted June 
unemployment rate is 
3.3%, down from May’s 
rate of 3.4%, and well 
below June 2020’s rate 
of 7.7%. June’s rate rep- 
resents 73,744 unem- 
ployed persons, compared 
to 75,398 in May and 
171,721 in June 2020, 
representing an over-the- 
year drop of 97,977. 

“As our unemployment 
rate continues to drop 
and employers continue 
to fill jobs, we’re proud 
to celebrate the fact that 
Alabama is open for busi- 
ness,” said Governor Kay 
Ivey. “The drastic changes 
we’ve seen since last year 
are truly remarkable and 
are a testament to the ded- 
ication and work ethic of 
Alabamians. After months 
of struggling through 
an unprecedented pan- 
demic, I’m proud to say 
that nearly 90,000 more 
Alabamians are working 
today than last year!” 

In June, 2,139,420 
people were counted as 
employed, up 89,705 
from June 2020. 

“Our jobs count this 


month hit its highest 
mark so far in 2021,” said 
Washington. “Employers 
are eagerly looking for 
employees and are active- 
ly hiring. We’re espe- 
cially proud to say that 
the leisure and hospital- 
ity industry, which took 
such a severe hit during 
the pandemic, is also at a 
yearly high, and has seen 
yearly growth of nearly 
29,000 jobs.” 

Wage and - salary 
employment grew in June 
by 13,400. Monthly gains 
were seen in the leisure 
and hospitality sector 
(+8,100), the manufac- 
turing sector (+2,600), 
and the trade, transpor- 
tation, and utilities sec- 
tor (+2,600), among 
others. Over the year, 
wage and salary employ- 
ment increased 89,200, 
with gains in the leisure 
and hospitality sector 
(+27,900), the profession- 
al and business services 
sector (+15,700), and 
the manufacturing sector 
(+14,700), among others. 

According to Help 
Wanted Online (HWOL) 
data, the number of online 
job postings measured 
88,165 in June, which is 


more than the number of 
people counted as unem- 
ployed. Additionally, the 
number of initial claims 
filed for the week ending 
July 10 was 5,435, the 
lowest since the pandemic 
began. Since Alabama 
made the decision to end 
federal pandemic unem- 
ployment benefits, the 
number of initial unem- 
ployment claims has sig- 
nificantly dropped and 
the number of online job 
postings has decreased as 
employers fill open jobs. 
Counties with the low- 
est unemployment rates 
are: Shelby County at 
2.4%, Blount County at 
2.5%, and Marshall and 
Cullman Counties at 2.6%. 
Counties with the highest 
unemployment rates are: 
Wilcox County at 10.4%, 
Lowndes County at 9.8%, 
and Perry County at 9.0%. 
Major cities with the 
lowest unemployment 
rates are: Alabaster at 
2.4%, Homewood and 
Vestavia Hills at 2.5%, 
and Hoover at 2.6%. 
Major cities with the 
highest unemployment 
rates are: Selma at 8.9%, 
Prichard at 8.3%, and 
Anniston at 6.1%.

Area high school football teams all have a 


fabled history of success on the gridiron.

The 2021 high school 
football season is quickly 
closing in and as the teams 
in the area work to get 
ready for what they hope 
will be a successful season, 
fans are preparing to add 
another page in the history 
books of their favorite 
teams. 

Before another page is 
added, here is a look back 
at the rich history that has 
already been written for the 
teams in the area: 


The New Brockton 
Gamecocks have been 
competing in football for 
47 years and own an all- 
time record of 262-231. 
The Gamecocks boast a 
147-95 record at home and 
own a respectable 115-130 
record on the road. 

New Brockton failed 
to post a win in its initial 
season on the gridiron back 
in 1974 and dropped its 
first game ever 39-12 to 
Clio. The Gamecocks did 
claim their first win in 1975 
over Kinston 42-0, but that 
was the only win as they 
struggled to a 1-9 record. 

New Brockton made its. 
first playoff appearance in 
1985 and made history the 
next three seasons as the 
Gamecocks won 10 games 
in 1986, 11 games in 1987 
and 12 games in 1988. 

The most points the 
Gamecocks have scored 
in a game is 71, against 
Central, of Hayneville, in 
2016, while the most points 
allowed is 64, in a 2005 
loss to Houston Academy. 
The longest winning streak 
in team history is 11, while 


the longest losing streak is 
15 games. 

New Brockton owns a 
winning record against 
many of the teams on its 
schedule over the years, 
including Calhoun (9-1), 
Central Hayneville (8-0), 
Coffee Springs (5-4), 
Conecuh County (3-1), 
Daleville (5-4), Florala 
(11-5), G.W. Long (17- 
12), Geneva County (8-5), 
Goshen (16-12), Kinston 
(29-6), Samson (19-5), 


Pleasant Home (4-0) and 
Zion Chapel (35-10). 


The Kinston Bulldogs 
have been hitting the 
football field for 50 years 
and owns a 138-348-1 all- 
time record. The Bulldogs 
have posted a 73-152 
record at home and a 
60-175 record on the road. 

Kinston played its first 
football game way back in 
1927, with a 49-0 loss to 
Geneva, and claimed its 
first win the next season 
in 1928 when the Bulldog 
shut out Lockhart 14-0. 

The Bulldogs first 
playoff appearance came in 
1987, and they celebrated 
with a 14-8 win over 
Conecuh County. The most 
wins in Kinston football 
history is six, set in 2014, 
while the record for losses 
in a season is 10, set back 
in 2008. 

The most points scored 
in a game is 68, set in 
2010 against Florala, while 
the most points allowed is 
69, coming back in 2008 
against New Brockton. The 
Bulldogs longest winning 
streak is four games, while 
the longest losing streak 
stands at 28 games. 


The Bulldogs own 


winning records against 
a number of teams, 


including Freeport (2-1), 
J.F. Shields (2-0), Lyman 
Ward (2-0), Lockhart (2-0), 
and, Autaugaville/Hicks 
Memorial (2-0). 


ZION CHAPEL 

The Zion Chapel Rebels 
have been competing on the 
football field for 59 years 
and own an all-time record 
of 20-391-1. The Rebels 
have posted a 121-171-1 
record at home, while on 
the road their record stands 
at 77-215. 

Zion Chapel’s first 
game was played back 
in 1962 and was a hard 
fought 13-12 win over the 
Louisville B team. 

The Rebels first playoff 
appearance came in 1971, 
while the first playoff win 
came in 1974 over Brantley 
15-12. The historic 1974 
season was also the Rebels 
first undefeated regular 
season and set the record 
for wins in a season with 
13. The most losses in a 
season are 10, set in the 
2013 season, 

The most points scored 
in a game by Zion Chapel 
is 67, set back in 2008 in 
a win over Kinston, while 
the most points allowed is 
68, surrendered in 2015 to 
Elba, The Rebels longest 
winning streak is 13 games, 
while the longest losing 
streak stands at 16 games. 

Zion Chapel owns 
winning records against 
many teams on its schedule, 
including Calhoun (8-2), 
Central Hayneville (5-3), 
Clayton (11-7), Dozier 
(2-1), J.F. Shields (2-0), 
Montgomery County (2-0), 
Pleasant Home (10-5), Red 
Level (3-1), Straughn (43), 
and Kinston (25-21). 


The Brantley Bulldogs

ADPH issues fish consumption advisories 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) annually 
updates fish consumption 
advisories based on data 
collected the preceding fall 
by the Alabama Department 
of Environmental 
Management (ADEM). 

ADEM, the Tennessee

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Valley Authority, and the 
Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources collected sam- 
ples of specific fish species 
for analysis from various 
waterbodies throughout the 
state during the fall of 2020 
(492 samples; 41 collection 
stations). ADPH assessed 
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The Elba Tigers were 
represented this week at 
the Alabama High School 
Athletic | Association’s 
[AHSAA] All-Star golf 
competition by Coach Mark 
Wicker and student Peyton 
McCart. 

Wicker (pictured at 
far right in team picture) 
coached the South team for 
the AHSAA All-Star Week 
golf competition while 
Peyton McCart played for 
the South team. 

It was a rain-shortened 
event for the golf competi- 
tion with the North team 
coming out on top. 

Wicker coached the 
Tigers to the AHSAA state 
championship in May for 
Class 1A/2A boys.

the analytical results to 
determine whether any of 
the tested contaminants 
in the fish may give rise 
to potential human health 
effects. 

Fish consumption advi- 
sories are issued for specif- 
ic waterbodies and specific 
species taken from those 
areas. In reservoirs, advi- 
sories apply to waters as 
far as a boat can be taken 
upstream in a tributary, 
that is, to full pool eleva- 
tions. 

Newly issued advisories 
will be represented as the 
safe number of meals of 
that species of fish that can 
be eaten in a given period 
of time, such as meals per 
week, meals per month or 
do not eat any. A meal por- 
tion consists of 6 ounces of 
cooked fish or 8 ounces of 
taw fish. 

New and updated con- 
sumption advisories issued 
for the 41 bodies of water 
tested can be found on the 
ADPH website: https:// 
www.alabamapubli- 
chealth.gov/tox/assets/al- 
fish-advisory-2021.pdf 

The advice contained in 
this release and complete 
listings of the posted fish 
consumption advisories are 
offered as guidance to indi- 
viduals who wish to eat 
fish they catch from vari- 
ous waterbodies through- 
out the state. No regula- 
tions ban the consumption 
of any of the fish caught 
within the state, nor is there 
a risk of an acute toxic epi- 
sode that could result from 
consuming any of the fish 
containing the contami- 
nants for which the state 
has conducted analyses. 

A fish consumption 
advisory can be issued for 
one or more specific spe- 
cies of fish within a water- 
body or an advisory can be 
extended to include all fish 
species within that water- 
body. When excess levels 
of a contaminant are found 
in a specific species of fish, 
an advisory is issued for 
that specific species. 

When excess levels of 
a contaminant are found 
in multiple fish species 
sampled from a_ specific 
waterbody, a Do Not Eat 
Any advisory is issued. 
Consumption of any fish 
from a specific waterbody 
under a Do Not Eat Any 
advisory may place the 
consumer at risk for harm 
from the contaminant. 

If a species is listed in 
the advisory, it is prudent 
to assume that similar spe- 
cies with similar feeding 
habits should be consumed 
with caution. For example, 
if black crappie is listed 
and white crappie is not, 
because they are in the 
same family, all crappie 
would fall under the listed 
advisory.
